Long Study "Needed 
Before Fil Budget 
Set by OU Reg as 


‘Ever ny about eg n.oney it 
takes to run a university? Where’ 
it comes from? Where it goes? - 

According to Charles Hoff, vice- 
president’. for business | manage- 
ment, the University of Omaha - 
has been operating from a budget 
of $1,701,500 since the beginning 

‘of the fiscal year, Sept. 1. This 
budget was approved last summer 
by the-~ Board of Regents | after 
several weeks study. 

‘Of the estimated income of 
$1, 451,000 from general ' funds, 
$572,700 or 39,5 pBercent comes 
from tuition, and fees, $861,000 or 
59.3 percent from tax collections 
and $17,300 or about 1.2 percent 
is derived from miscellaneous col- — 

: lections. 

-An additional | $250,500 of ine 
come from auxiliary enterprises 
brings the total budget to $1,701,- 
500. Auxiliary enterprises such as 
the audio visual aids, bookstore, — 
food services and the stenographiec. 
bureau are self-supporting. and 
operate form revolving funds. All 
profit is transferred each year to 


the Student Union Fund. Tt does - 


not go towards general operating 
expenses of the university. ‘ 

In an interview this week, Hoff - 
stated that the $861,000 estimated 


.tax receipts was made before final 


property evaluations were made. 
Actually, he said, the tax income 
has proved to be approximately 
$820,000—$40,000 short of the es- 
timate. Hoff added that no. changes 
in the budget are tq be made until 
the final outlook on increased en- 
rollment is known since it is hoped 
that additional fees collected will | 
offset the difference. 

Better than half of the estimated 
income from the’ general funds, 
approxifnately $915,380, will be 
paid out for salaries. A total of - 
$200,000 goes toward the building 
of the new library. The remaining 
$335,620 will be. doled out in vary- 
ing amounts for maintenance and 
upReep, general. supplies, assist- . 
ance (Aduitly)and equipment,

Foothall History Dates from Caesar S. 
Era Through Modem Game of Today - 


The hold that football has on 
the American scene can best’ be 
observed by watching the cheering 
fans of any local club, : 

Historians have’ checked foot- 
ball’s origin as far back as the era 
of Caesar, . 

But a more accurate account of 
the sports birth goes back to the 
eleventh century. At that time 
- the lower class in. England played 
a soccer. game. from which the 
modern game of-—football ‘is he- 
lieved to have stemmed, .. . 


“Late in the eighteenth century, | 
American college students began 


playing their version ‘of English 
football, By 1840, Yale was using 
the game for inter-class conflicts 


between freshmen and sophomores, _ 


Princeton, Rutgers, Harvard, 
Yale and Columbia were active in 
pioneering the sport about 1870. 


*These teams played one half-of fhe 


game by soccer. regulations ‘and 
_ the other by rugby rules. ‘ 
Because of the lack of rules; in- 
tercollegiaté . football developed, 
slowly. Competition between: col- 


leges was born when Rutgers met” 


’ P¥inceton ‘in’ 1870. 


.This game caused a growing in- 
terest in the sport. Schools which 
had previously dropped the game 


were forced to reconsider, 
The first American football con- 


ference was’ formed about 1876. A- 


game in those days was ninty min- 
utes long. (Today's game is sixty.) 
The early game was one of 


brute strength. Speed and decep- 
- ‘tion played no. part as it does in 
today’s game. The: rate for injuries . 
was so high, that some college - 


presidents’ tried ‘to abolish: the 
‘game, . 
But in 1906, the forward pass 


. was introduced into. the game to 
‘ gave it from becoming extinct. The 


aerial game created interest for 


. spectators and - made the sport.
